ean only guess but it is apt to be subtantial, 

For some time past farmers and farm organizations 
have been seeking higher prices for their grain products, 
wheat in particular, as it'is a controlled commodity with 
the Wheat Board of Ottawa setting the price from time 
to time. It is gratifying to see that this step will be taken 
and it should go a long way to improving the lot of the 
farmer in rural western Canada. Yes it adds up to more 
‘take home pay for the farmer,’’ and no one can deny 
that he doesn’t need it. .

Now that all the goodwill of Christmas has been at- 
tended to, people can address themselves to Income tax 
which is the next big occasion in their lives, But there 


isn’t much peace and goodwill surrounding income tax 


payments, 

This week the new forms for farmers are being let 
loose on the west, and it is quite safe to say that when 
these forms are first sighted, many a farmer will blow a 
fuse. There is a six page confessional, and the answers 
to the questions will lay bare the most intimate details of 
the individual’s life- There are columns in which he tells 
exactly the cash, bonds and such assets that he had in 
1946, and how he has increased or decreased by the end 


of 1947. He must tell what he has in bin and how much.it 


is worth. He gives a detailed financial statement of all 
his assets and all his liabilities. He has to try to put a. 
value on all his stock and so on, which in itself is a diffi- 
cult matter with fluctuation in prices, It is the searching 
nature of all the question which will cause so much 
trouble to a business in which so many figures are approx 
imate- The coming months, which are fairly: busy in the 
farm wor'd, are likely to be devoted to stocktaking. 

It is noted that the forms being released are ‘‘For Use 
of Prairie Farmers.’’ It would be interesting to learn 
why they are so specified. Are they different in any. im- 
portant respect. from the forms for farmers of eastern 
provinces? 

It is doubtful if the income tax hits farmers of the 
older provinces as severely as it does those on the prair- 


ies, otherwise there would be more vocal protest from — 


the east. For one thing-the farms are much smaller, and 
the gross income probably smaller. But it is doubtful if 
the general run of farmers in the east started with the 
heavy overhang of debt, which has been the unfortunate 
handeap of the west. It is only in very recent years that 
the prairie farmer has been able to recoup the heavy los- 
ses and setbacks of the thirties. He has made good use of 
the years of profitable production, but the excess profits

The General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, negotiated at Geneva, has 


‘been brought into force provisionally 


by Canada and the following eight 
countries: Australia; the Benelux 
Union, consisting of Belgium, the 


Netherlands and Luxembourg; Cuba; 


France; the United Kingdom, and the 
United States, Canada has brought 


, into effect, as.of January 1, 1948 the 


rates agreed to at Geneva, Under 
the provisions of Article’ XXVII of 


the General Agreement, however,' 


those concessions granted to coun- 
tries which have not yet put the new 
Geneva schedules into effect are with- 
held -for the time being. ©The new 
seasonal specific duties on certain 
fresh fruits and vegetables and the 
new 15 per cent rate on tinplate im- 
ported from British countries will re- 
quire legislative action before be- 
coming effective. 

Other countries which participated 
in the Geneva negotiations have un- 
til June 30, 1948, to give provisional 
effect to the General Agreement. 
These countries are: Brazil, Burma, 
Ceylon, Chile, China, Czechoslovakia, 
India, New Zealand, Norway, Pakis- 
tan, Southern Rhodesia, the Syro- 
Lebanese Customs Union, and the 
Unjon of South Africa. 

Students of Canada’s economy are 
satiafied that the new plans for Can- 
ada which are in charge of Finance 
Minister Abbott and Trade Minister 
Howe will bring about a permanent 
change in the direction of our exter- 
nal trade. For this reason the effect 
of the Geneva Agreements will be 
watched closely.

But the 
government takes its own good time in making adjust- 
ments or clearing up loose ends. And there is no interest 
on long delayed refund payments.
